Claims 1 - 62 are allowed in view of Terminal Disclaimer filed 1 1 June 2002 and 
the following is a statement of reason for such an indication. 

Specifically, the prior art of record fail to fairly suggest in a motor vehicle, a 
control system and a method for controlling at least one part of the vehicle comprising, 
among other limitations, mounting a plurality of sensors provided with RFID response 
unit at different locations on the vehicle, each sensor providing a measurement related 
to a state of the sensor system or a measurement related to a state of the mounting 
location; a processor coupled to the sensor system and arranged to diagnose the state 
of the vehicle based upon the measurement - the processor being arranged to control 
the at least one part in part on the diagnosed state of the vehicle] a pattern recognition 
system for receiving the signals from the sensor system and for generating a control 
signal for control of the diagnosis.
